MARTYN ROGERS, Sydney Olympic’s star 25-year-old right-back, has 
returned from England to boost Sydney Olympic’s weakened NSL 


squad. 


Rogers, a Man- 
chester United pro- 
duct, played with 
Sydney Olympic in 
seasons 1983-84 
but returned to 
England during 
the off-season. 


With sweeper Tony 
Dakos recovering from 
a cartilage operation 
and the unfortunate 
leg-break suffered by 
stand-in sweeper Nick 
Theodorakopoulos 
against Wollongong 
City yesterday, Syd- 
ney Olympic’s back- 
four situation has be- 
come critical. 


It is expected 
Rogers will be im- 
mediately rushed 


back into the Olympic 
defence for the semi- 
final NSL Cup clash 
on Wednesday night 
against Cup-holders 
Newcastle Rosebud — 
possibly in the role of 
libero. 

Whilst in England, 
Rogers played with 
semi-professional 
side Eastwood Town, 
on the outskirts of Not- 
tingham. 

"I feel pretty good 
and to be honest am 
looking forward to get- 
ting back into NSL 
football,” Rogers said.

THE visit of key FIFA instructor Heinz 
Marotzue to Parklea proved a resounding 
success — for all of those who took the 
trouble to attend.

Such visits bring him into direct contact with 
all leading coaches. He heads up the technical 
study teams which analyse each World Cup, 
World Youth Championship and the Olympic 
Games, upon which his modern coaching 
methods are based. 

Having studied under him on several occasions 
and also worked with him during the 1981 WYC, 
there were many new points of interest to be 
picked up. 

But where were our leading coaches from the 
NSL? 

Only national coach Frank Arok, Casey de 
Bruin (Blacktown City) and Les Scheinflug (Mar- 
coni) fronted up. 

The rest were notable by their absence. 

It is not often that we have such an expert 
freely available to us in this country. 

Certainly those who failed to show missed 
much. But what is far worse is that their clubs

COURSES NEEDED 


IN our issue of February 26, we referred to an excellent series of orga- 
nisational booklets issued by the NSW Amateur Soccer Federation, 


Originating in Western Australia, 
they cover subjects such as secreta- 
rial practice, the publicity officer's 
job and training and retraining of 
Voluntary workers. 

Other titles are to follow and the 
hope is that they get into the right 
hands. 

But in this day and age, knowledge 
is advancing at a tremendous pace 
and so merely reading up a few pre- 
cepts on a couple of topics can only do 
part of the job. 

In essence what the code needs is a 
Properly packaged course on admi- 
nistration training, which ties 
together the essentials of organising 
the game.
